For the speakership, of course, Ex-Speaker 
Randall will be «a candidate. Should Penn- 
sylvania yo democratic this fall it would 
place him ip a very commanding position to 
win. His chief competitor will be.Hon. J. G. 
Carliste, of Kentucky, whom i. is thought 
will vet the bulk of the southern vote. The 
nomination of ex-clerk of the house Adams 
by the democrats of the ninth district of Ken- 
tucky puts him out of the race for the clerk- 
ship, as he will no doubt be elected to con 
gress. The most prominent candidates spoken 
of for the place is Representative Martin, of 
Delaware, who will be strongly supported if 
the speakership goes to a candidate west of 
the Alleghbanies. Mr. Martin declined acon 
gressional renomination. Should Obio go 
de:moeratic, Ex Sergeant-at-Arms Thompson 
will be a candidate tor his old place. He is 
managing the pending Obio canvass, and if 
he succeeds in winning the state his claim 
for his old place will no doubt recetve just 
consideration, | 

To look on the other side of the picture, the 
officers of the republican congressional com 
niittee laugh at the idea of the democrats 
securing the next louse of representatives. 
They are willing to concedea slight joss in 
Ohio, but feel confident they will more than 
overbalance it by expected gains in the 
south.

THE DETAILS OF THE PANAMA 
EARTHQUAKE. 


The Premonitory Symptoms—Their Wide-Spread 
Character—The Trembling o! Public Buildings— 
The Losses Suffered—The Alarm of the 
People Over the Continued Shoeks, 


St. Lovis, September 27.—A slight shock of 
earthquake was felt in this city and vicinity 
at 4:18 this morning. In the central part of 
the city the shock was first noticed as a roll- 
ing even noise, followed by twelve distinct 
vibrations at intervals of a second. The first 
vibration was the most violent. The shock 
lasted about tifteen seconds. 

SprinGFIE.Lp, [l., September 27.—Theshoc¢k 
of an earthquake was distinctly felt here about 
4 o'clock this morning. It was felt very strong- 
ly at Centralia, where it woke nearly all the 
slumberers., ; : 

Vincennes, Ind., September 27.—The shovk 
of the earthquake was felt here at 3% a.im., 
which rattled windows and lasted three min- 
utes. 

THE PANAMA EARTHQUAKE, 

New York, September 27 —Panamia advices 
up to the 13th give fuller particuiars of the 
recent earthquake in that country. In Pan- 
ama, the first shock was felt at about twenty 
minutes past 3 a.m. onthe 7th, and was fol- 
lowed, about half an hour afterward, by a 
second one. Both these shocks were felt in 
Colon, and generaily throughout the state; 
also in Carthagena, in the state of Bolivar; ino 
Rivas, Nicaragua, which is situated within 
eighteen. miles of the Pacific, and in Grey- 
town, the Atlantic port of the San Juan river 
in the same republic, and a good hundred and 
tifty miles from the before mentioned town. 
The absolute lack of any regularity in the 
time kept in these differeat guuntries prevents 
calculation of the earth’s motion by this 
nieans, but all indications so far received tend 
to prove thatin the more northern latitades 
the shocks were felt subsequent to their occur- 
rence bere, although the most experienced in 
such events, and = the general iine of 
damage, indicate that the impulse reached 
here from the north or north-northeast. The 
alarm in this city was great, and the cracks in 
the old fashioned rock ard cement houses 
afforded sufficient eviaence that there wis 
warrant for it. The wails of more than sixty 
houses were more or less injured, but none 
fell and consequently no one was hurt, Pub- 
lic buildings were less fortumate. ‘The high 
crown of the pediment of the cuthedral fell, 
as ithad nothing to support it, and hurled 
about a couple of hundred tons of masonry 
work, decorative architecture and a few staut- 
ues down through the roof of the nave and 
into the central square, The wide baicony of 
the legislutive assembly also came down with 
a crash and tilled the square 
in front of it with blocks of stone, fraginents 
of cement columns and a large quantity of 
miscellaneous lumber. The offices of the In 
ter-Oceanic canal company, tormerly tne 
(;rand hotel, were also severely damaged, and 
the edifice, which cost the company a few 
mouths ago $250,000, wiil require at least 
$50,000 to putitin order. Many of the em- 
ployes are afraid to enter it. The city of As- 
pinwall suffered in a similiar manner, but 
being so much smaller, and the houses being 
constructed generally of the most fragile mia- 
terial, the harm done is not so great. 

THE LOSSES SUFFERED, 

It is probable that $250,000 will repair ail the 
damage done in this city, and a third of that 
sum will cover all the losses experienced in 
the rest of the Isthmus. Not asingle house 
has fallen in Panama, although many of the 
people, fearing the successive sliocks might 
bring them down, have preferred to go to the 
plains outside the city and reside in the cane 
and palm leaf houses rather than expose 
themselves to the risk of being crushed by 
the falling masonry and brickwork of the 
more solidly constructed houses in the better 
part of the city. A few of the standing walis 
—which in any other part of the world would 
have been destroyed by municipal order 
years ago—crumbleddown. These walls,which 
give the city such a ruined appearance, are 
the relics of fires which have swept, almost 
unopposed, through this city within the last 
twenty or thirty years, and which many a 
casual passer-by considers wortby to be trans- 
ferred to the sketchbook as examples of an- 
cient Spanish architecture, and the- hard 
hands of the buccaneers who are credited 
with causing the destruction, but who had 
been dead many years before the walls were 
constructed or the isthmus had becomes a 
transit for all nations. Quite a number of 
shocks have been experienced since the 6tb, 
but no further damage has been done. The 
loss of life has been trifling; only one death 
occurring in Aspinwall and = another 
In Gatun can he distinc 
traced to the falling hous: 
Two others have also taken place, and bo 
were doctors and victims of their own impru 
dence. One happened here and the other in 
(Colon, and by a remarkable coincidence both 
resulted from jumping from windows when 
the first and most severe shake occurred. A 
third doctor is said to have gone out of his 
mind through the strain of the succession of 
shocks. It is a remarkable fact that sinee the 
shocks commenced sickness has not 
spoken of, although undoubtedly many peo- 
ple will suffer from having deserted comforta- 
ble homes to sleep and live in the miserable 
ranches occupied by the poorer classes of 
natives. 
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ALARM OF THE INHABITANTS. 

It is now the 14th, and since the 8th people 
have suffered a tremendous terror. In earth- 
quake countries, more particularly in Ecua 
dor, Peru and some parts of Chile,none of the 
shakes so far experienced would have creaied 
the least alarm; but here, where they have 
been kitherto unknown, the fright has been 
far more severe than the reality. Thewildest 
rumors asto the existence of volcanoes in 
ditferest parts of the isthmus have been set 
aHoat, A committee of canal engineers has vis- 
ited several lucalities indicated by the natives, 
but no such rare, though possible, proof of 
the power of subterranean forces has been 
discovered, Iu a few places loose alluvial soil

COURSE OF THE FARTHQUAKE, 

Mr. Robert Kaye Gray, Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical society, and chief of the cable 
expedition now in Panama, after the first vio- 
lent earthquake advanced the theory that it 
was of local origin. This bas been fally con- 
firmed by cable telegrams ‘eceived from Cen- 
tral and south America, and from the West 
Indies by way of New York. Mr. Gray's 
opinion, asa scientist, is as follows: “The 
centre of the earthquake was near Aspinwall. 
The wave travelled from north to south. 
This opinion is borne out by the damage 
done, being severest in Aspinwall and: its 
neighborlhvod. Theshock of the earthquake 
in travelling from north to south left trans 
verse cracks in the ground and almost without 
exception in every house that it encountered. 
[Che dameged villages of Los Santos and Chor- 
rara,in the state of Panama, are directly 
south of Aspinwall and the Chagres river, 
and they with Aspinwall suffered most. The 
city of Panama lies to the eastward of south, 
and, judging from the evidence, did not come 
in for the most violent shocks. Damage done 
in Aspinwall is due principally’ to the inefti- 
cient construction of the buildings. It is ru- 
mored that Chiriqui, on the Chiriqui lagoon, 
eighty miles to the westward of Chagres, is 
also affected, but in all probability this effect 
is only tangential from the main direction of 
motion. ft is currently thought that 
the excessively dry season, instead of wet, 
said to be unexampled in Panama for the last 
thirty years, has been the prime cause oi the 
commotion inthe earth's bosom. It is his 
torical that in 1854, on the 10th of July, at 
utidnight, Panama felt the last severe 
earthquake. Although there is no ac- 
curate evidence for or against, we 
may assume that the thirty years ayo referred 
to as the exceedingly dry season was no other 
than the year 1854.”". Mr. Gray concluded by 
saying that this was ali that he could pive 
from the facts submitted to him, and that it 
reinains with geologists and scientists to spec 
ulate asto the more intimate causes that 
produce such disastrous eifects in all parts of 
the world. 
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MELVILLE REPORTING HIS RETURN. 


Berrowling a UnUlorm in Which te Present Himself at 
the Navy Department. 

WASHINGTON, September 27.—Chief Engi- 
neer Melville’s memorable cruise ended to- 
cay, when he formally reported bis return to 
the acting secretary of the navy. Ihe gallant 
navigator borrowed a full dress uniform from 
a brother officer, presented himself at the de- 
partment and said; ‘Mr. Secretary, I have the 
honor to report my return and to turn over to 
you two seamen who have been in my charge,” 
Chere was no further ceremony, and after the 
announcement the group of officers present 
chatted for some time and then separated. 
Mr. Melville, therefore, is on waiting orders 
to-night, without responsibilities or duties 
It shows the fascination which Arctic search 
has, however, for its votaries, thaton this, the 
first night of his freedom, Engineer Meiville 
said he would be willing to take command of 
another expedition to the north pole, provid- 
ed he could have full command, and could 
have a ship bui't, manned and equipped tu 
stithim. He believes that the cour-e to the 
pole is by the Franz Josef land route. Mr. 
Melville, while relieved from a!l further ser- 
Vice in the line of ordinary duty, was di- 
rected wo continue his custody of the re- 
cords of the expedition, which he found 
and has preserved complete and intact. The 
private letters and jeurnals of DeLong will 
be hended to his widow whenever she 
comes to claiin them. The other records will 
reniain in care of Mr. Melville until they are 
produced at the official investigation soon to 
be held at the department to inquire into the 
loss of the vessel and the other misadventures 
of the expedition. These records are of the 
greatest historical value, and were preserved 
with extreme care by De Long to the end. 
W ben they were starving, one. of the very 
last acts of De Long was to attempt to take 
themtoa place ol safety. When published 
they will be found of great interest and will 
shed much new lighton the work of the ex- 
pedition. Mr. Melville. says that only a 
small portion of them has as yet been printed 
and thatthe books contain a large number 
of careful maps and sketches.

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ENGLAND IN EGYPT. 


THE QUESTION OF FUTURE POLICY 
BECOMING PROMINENT. 


The Por e« Asks When British Troops are to be With- 
¢drawn—Europs Awaiting an Invitatioa to 
Speak—The Khedive Appoints Commis- 
sionsto Try Rioters and Rebsis. 


LonDON, September 27.—The Times has the 
following from Cairo, dated the 26th: The re- 
ception held by the khedive at Grhezireh pal- 
ace to-day was more largely attended than 
anything in the recollection of the people 
here. Itis variously estimated that from 
3,000 to 5,000 persons paid their homage to the 
khedive. He refused to receive Ragheba Pa- 
sha, Alpadeka Pasha and Marachli Pasha, all 
late ministers of the khedive. Cherif Pasha 
and Riaz Pasha strongly insist 
on the necessity of capital 
punishment for the principal offenders 


in the late revolt. The ministers met in 
council to-day and agreed upon the warding 
of the decrecs which the khedive will sign to- 
morrow. The first decree institutes a spe- 
cial commission for the prosecution of all the 
acts of the rebellion committed by the mili- 
tary on civilians. The commission will con- 
sist of nine melabers, and will be under the 
presidency of Ismail Bey. The  sec- 
ond orders that a court-martial with 
eight members under MReouf  Pasha’s 
presidency shall be held in_ Cairo, 
and that it shall give judgment according to 
the military code without appealing all cases 
submitted by the above named commission. 
The third directs the assembling in Alexan 
dria of another court martial, to try all cases 
submitted by the tribunals recently applied 
in Alexandria and Tantah, The proceedings 
of both courts martial will be public, and the 
accused will be permitted to employ counsel.

A NEW SHIP BUILDING SCHEME 


A Company @rganized te Construct Stuste Vessels of 
the Mastlese Ty pe. 

New York, September 27.—Wor’ on the 
new steamer without masts, the Meteor, which 
was launched recently at Nyack, is progres» 
ing so rapidly thatit is believed she w™) start 
on her initial ocean voyage from Bostorearl ¥ 
in October. This is the first vessel of ther 
kind ever built, and she is said to bs the 
strongest ocean going steamer ever *on- 
structed. Her dimensions are: 156 
feetin length over all, 147 feet on the water 
line; extreme breadth of beam 21 feet %% 
inches; breadth of beam at water line, 16 fest 
10%4 inches; tonnage 547. The screw is 10 fees’ 
in diameter, and with the mean number of 
evolutions, which is computed at 200 a min- 
ute, it will give a speed of about 21 miles an 
hour. The screw and several other parts of 
the machinery will be of phosphor-bronze. 

A shipbuilding enterprise has been organ- 
ized by anumber of Boston ani New York 
capitalists, under the name cf the National 
construction company, incorporated under 
the laws of New York, with a capital of $1,- 
000,000. It has purehased from the American 
Quick Transit steamship com pany,owners and 
builders of the Meteor, the exclusive right to 
build in this country small steamships under 
200 feet in length, of the mastless type, ac- 
cording to the patents owned by that company. 
The company has purchased at Bay Ridge 
adjoining the docks of the Coney Island 
railroad, 27 acres of land with a water front- 
age of 715 feet. The present depth of water 
at the balkhead of the company’s land is 15 
feet, and the company has the right to fill out 
a distance of 700 feet from the present shore 
line, thus securinga depth of 30 feet. On 
this property it is proposed to construct ma- 
rine railways, dry docks, and shops with facil- 
ities for the building and repairing Of steel, 
iron and wooden ships.

The rice bird‘teason, which has now opened,

Mr. Sargeant was banded a 
note signed by nine of his servants whio re- 
fused to do anything unless he complied with 
their wishes. Although it was then dinner 
time, he did not hesitate for a moment to re- 
fuse this imposition, but, as did Mr. Kipps, 
ordered them out of his hotel. One of tne 
strikers made some impudent reply, for which 
he received a well dealt blow, one long to be 
remembered.
